Rich Old Age 


Surgeon General Hugh S. Cummings ofjhe United States 


Public Health Service has offered some suggestions on the hy- 


• giene of old age which should be widely broadcast for the rea- 


son that their application should mean much as a contribution 
toward the added happiness of elderly people. 


Mental and physical diversion should be pursued by people 


of advanced years the same as by those who are younger, the 
surgeon general insists. Only in this way can they retain their 


• interest in life and insure themselves against drabness in old 


age which is the bugbear of every one reaching middle life and 
fearful for the declining years. 


The indulgence of some hobby requiring physical exertion, 


strenuous to a degree suited to one's years, and mental alert- 
ness developed through reading and an interest in the day's 
news will keep people young, Dr. Cummings believes. This 
may require effort, but the richness it will -bring to the indivi- 
dual and to those about him will more than compensate for the 
limitation of activeness which advancing years decrees. 


A New Record? 


The latest available figures on automobile fatalities during 


1923 show that there was an increase of slightly over thirteen 
percent over the figures of the year previous. Automobile 
deaths gained nearly fifty percent over the previous year and it 
is now estimated that the toll for 1924 will reach 15,000.
